“Half a dozen witnesses have 
shown to you that they were robbed 
by Lee.

He want- 
ed to make doubly sure that he had 
killed his victim. We want you to 
make doubly sure that he does not 
escape. We not only ask, we demand 
a verdict of guilty, a verdict carrying 
with it a sentence to the electric 
chair.” 

Mr. LeCraw and Mr. Russell spoke 
briefly. The former, making the 
state's first argument of the day, con- 
fined himself chiefly to reading the 
law which he contended governed the 
case, although he did attack Lee as 
a murderer and demand the death 
penalty.

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NEGLECTED TEXTILE MARKETS. 

Remarkable figures revealing the 
extent to which American cotton 
textiles are playing second fiddle 
in South America are contained in 


the current issue of Commerce Re- | 
United ° 


ports, published by the 
States department of commerce. 

These figures, furnished by Unit- 
ed States Trade Commissioner 
Thomas C. Ballagh at Buenos Aires, 
show that Argentina, one. of the 
largest cotton textile buying na- 
tions of the world, is giving the 
United States only a negligible per 
cent of its trade. 

Of the 35,964 metric tons of cot- 
ton piece goods bought jby this 
Latin American country in 1929, 
only 7 per cent was produced by 
the «textile mills of this country, 
while the United Kingdom supplied 
37 per cent and Italy 32 per cent, 
with the remaining 34 per cent 
coming from Japan and various Eu- 
ropean countries. 

On top of this discouraging 
showing, the next year witnessed 
a marked decline in cotton cloth, 
duck and tire fabrics exported from 
the United States. In 1929 we sold 
Argentine merchants 23,936,000 
square yards of this type of mate- 
rial, valued at $4,100,000. These 
figures dropped in 1930 to 16,- 
275,000 ‘yards, valued at $2,616,- 
000. The first six months of this 
year shows about the same ratio of 
decrease. z 

Notwithstanding lower wage 
scale for mill operatives in Europe, 
there can be no reasonable basis 
for a situation that sees nations al- 
most at our back door giving the 
bulk of their trade to countries that 
buy their raw cotton from the 
United States.

UNPRECEDENTED DROUGHT. 

Interesting data bearing on the 
unprecedented period of drought 
irom which practically the enttre 
country has suffered during 
past 12 to 1§ months, is contained 
in the annual report of the weather 
bureau. 

The report covers the fiscal vear 
ending June 30, but contains a 
weather summary throuch July. The 
continued droucht in most states of 
the union since that time has 
still lower records of rainfall 
the period from June, 1930, to the 
present. 

The disastrous result of the in- 
tense drought in the middle west 
last summer is accredited not only 
to the deficiency of rain in 1930 
but to an accumulative lack of rain- 
fail for several vears. 

It is also shown that following 
this unprecedented drought, last 
winter set new records for dryness 
and warmth practically ail over the 
country, with the moisture defici- 
ency being carried over to the 
Summer in many sections, notably 
the southeast and northwest. Only 
five states had as much as normal 
rainfall during the winter. 

Last winter's temperatures aver- 
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the gravely important duty of dem- 
onstrating*to the people that it pos- 
legislative wisdom and 
courage that are lacking in the re- 
voters to practically wreck the 
party last year.

THE HEALTH EXAMINATION 
BUSINESS. 


Theoretically a periodie health ex- 
amination is a fine thing for évery- 
body, especially the doctor who makes 
the examination, if a doctor does so. 
Practically, in my judgment, such ex- 
aminations are worth the trouble and 
the expense only when your own 
physician examines you or supervises 
the various tests or special examina- 
tions involved, just as he would have 
charge of any special tests or investi- 
gations which might be required in 
case of some obscure illness. 

I have always maintained, and 
never with greater conviction § than 
right now, that the practice of medi- 
cine is strictly an individual, _per- 
sonal, private service, and no firm, 
company, institute, clinic, gang, group 
or coterie can possibly compete with 
the doctor who practices under his 
own name and, of course, assumes all 
the responsibilities entailed. 

Since the agitation for periodic 
or annual physical or health exami- 
nations commenced various more or 
less questionable corporations or or- 
ganizations have entered upon the 
practice of this department of medi- 
cine in defiance or with connivance 
of the law—for in no state or prov- 
ince is a license to practice medicine 
granted to any corporation or imper- 
sonal body and it is illegal to ~ractice 
without a license. Some of _ these 
questionable concerns practicing in 
the periodic physical examination or 
diagnostic field are expressly organ- 
ized or incorporated for this purpose. 
Others are primarily engaged in the 
insurance business, but they add so- 
called health examination service, 
often at no apparent cost to the suck- 
er (if he imagines these firms are 
peseateeye) but for the sake of 
c<eeping a line on risks and inciden- 
tally keeping the staff of doctors 
hanging around the home office oc- 
cupied. 

ere is an instance out of hun- 

dreds on which I base my belief that 
these, so-called health surveys are not 
worth the price unless they are made 
by your own doctor in his own way: 

Dear Dr. Brady: 

Have just received a_ report 
from (a corporation in _inter- 
state commerce) that every part 
of my body is satisfactory, with 
the exception that my urine con- 
tained .13 per cent of ... 

well it contained something or 
other, never mind what, but I'll say 
it was pretty meaningless to me. All 
this sucker got for his 10, 20 or 30 
bucks was a little package of worry 
and anxiety. Now what will he do 
with the package? Well, for a time 
he’ll run around in little circles and 
write off to a few long-distance ora- 
cles to learn what it means. Finally 
he will either give up in disgust or 
else come to his senses and consult 
a physician, as he should have done 
in the first place, if he thought he 
needed a health examination or 
health assurance. 

But the people ‘still like to be 
humbugged, and these health exam-

In the long run it is cheaper, and 
certainly healthier, to go to your own 
doctor, or at least to go to a doctor 
who has enough — self-respect and 
moral courage to practice under his 
own name, when you have any 
doubt whatever about the state of 
your health.

Conference Debate. 

Conference debate occupied consid- 
erable time in the morning session of 
the conference Friday, provoked by a 
resolution offered by Rev. H. C. Em- 
ory, of the Gainesville district, seek- 
ing to rescind the ruling adopted 
in this conference a year ago rela- 
ci to district conference member- 
ship. 

Instead of certain church leaders in 
the local congregations being ex-of- 
ficio delegates to the district confer- 
ence, as the new ruling provides, it 
was sought by the resolution to re- 
turn to the former method of elect- 
ing delegates from the congregations. 
The resolution stipulated that each 
quarterly conference should elect two, 
and each congregation elect one for 
each 200 members, or major fraction 
of that number, provided always that 
no individual congregation, however 
small, should be without at least 
three representatives. 

Rev. Nath Thompson, originator of 
the ruling adopted a year ago, made 
a spirited address in behalf of the 
new miode of procedure, and asked 
that the new method be tried out for 
at least another year. Rey. Marvin 
Williams, of the Marietta district: 
Rey. J. R. Turner, of the Dalton dis- 
trict, and Rev. J. LL. Allgood, of the 
Athens district, reported that the 
new plan had worked with remark- 
able success in their districts this 
year. Mrs. J. N. McEachern, of At- 
Janta, asked that the new plan be con- 
tinued, stating that it afforded the 
women of the church greater opportu- 
nity of expression. 

Two Oppose Plan. 

Dr. J. W. Quillian, of Griffin, and 
Dr. A. M. Pierce, of Newnan, spoke 
in opposition to the plan adopted a 
year ago. Dr. Pierce stated that it 
was an invasion of the sovereignty of 
the church, 

The vote on the Emory resolution, 
to return to the old plan, was 153 
for and 147 against, 

Later during the morning session, 
Dr. Pierce stated to the conference 
that he had learned of complaints 
made that the previous question was 
called and the vote taken before sev- 
eral could be heard regarding the is- 
sue. He gave notice that he would re- 
open the question Saturday, that oth- 
ers might have opportunity to speak, 
and another vote be taken. 

Following the report of the con- 
ference board of finance, showing 
that the sum of. $32,250 had been 
distributed this year among the 58 
superannuated preachers, 82 widows 
and 17 children of deceased preach- 
ers of this conference, J. B. Whit- 
more, of the Publishing House, at 
Nashville, spoke of the contribution 
of the Publishing House each year of 
the sum of $100,000 for the benefit 
of superannuated preachers and wid- 
ows of deceased preachers of _ the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South. 
He said this contribution had stead- 
ily grown from $20,000 some 20 years 


ago. 

At that juncture a resolution was 
introduced, signed by several super- 
annuated preachers and widows of de- 
ceased preachers, asking that the Pub- 
lishing House be enjoined by the 
United States supreme court from fur- 
ther contributions by the Publishing 
House to any movements other than 
to the fund for superannwates, as the 
Methodist law stipulates. 

Bishop Moore explained to the 
conference that certain funds had 
been used by the Publishing House 
in enlarging the business and promot- 
ing its income, that yet larger 
amounts might be placed to the bene- 
fit of the superannuates. 

Upon motion, the resolution was 


tabled.

W. D. Thomson, of Atlanta, ad- 
dressed the conference relative to the 
charity work of W« ley Memorial hos- 
pital.
